PAYi’. TRIBUTE TO MR. TRAFFIC 


The following is an uncut version (typed up) of a memorandum given to 
Wilse "The Living Legend" Morgan KL7CQ from Don Rand KL7JS, the beloved 
Mr. Traffic of Mother's Day fame: : 


"Here is a compendium of the Preparations, actions, and cast of charac- 
ters involved in Mother's Day 1981. 


“Almost'a month before "M" Day, I contacted NAVMARCORP MARS Teletype 
Systems Director, Lew fylie W7CKT and NNNORPV. He gave me the blessing 
needed for the passing of civilian traffic on Navy MARS frequencies. He 
also began rounding up the RTTY operators down there and the phone vol- 
unteers began showing up also. So if you think I was responsible for 
gathering the fold, forget it, Lew did all the work in rounding up the 
ops down there. 


“Meanwhile, back at the ranch, KL7FK (Fred) began lining up the Alaska- 
Pacific net on 14292 to help out in receiving some of the traffic. 
KL7JKW! and KL7LA were set up with TU & RTTY so they could receive traffic 
from us and rebroadcast it to their scheduled operator in Spokane, 
Arrangements were also finalized for the local phone ops and typists for 
RTITY (28 ASR and Electronic). 
"The frequency of 14292 was used as a hailing frequency and as a local 
phone op was given some traffic, he was also given the call sign of 2 
operators in the NW Pacific area to get in touch with on 14292. Then, 
once contact was made, they slid off to whatever frequency they agreed 
upon. 

"M" DAY 
"After the physical preparations were made, i.e., placement of equipment, 
antennae, personnel, and once instructions were given to the able- 
bodied, the traffic began to pour in and trickle out. But the system 
worked and we were able to at least see over the top of the piles. 


"All in all, 2,643 known pieces of traffic were passed, and I am sure 
that at least 100 could be added to that as not all messages. were 
returned to me,

The Lions Clubs of the United States maintain a program for the 
distribution of eyes, as needed for transplant, to all States. Communi- 
cations for this service is provided by Amateur operators throughout 
the country. : 


Eye Bank nets meet on forty and eighty meters twice each day to 
Xelay the necessary information throughout the lower 48, but propa- 
gation characteristics of those bands do not permit Alaska's partcipa- 
tion directly. This problem is overcome, to some extent, by twice daily 
schedules between myself and Don (WBYPYO) in Denver at $715 and 1715 ADT 
on 14.920 MHz. During most of the year I am able to meet about 90% of 
the skeds, but during the Summer months I will not be able to meet as 
many of the contacts. Your help is needed. 


The Anchorage Lions Club maintains a 24-hour telephone recorder 
exclusively for Eye Bank messages. The telephone number is 279-4363. 
All that is needed is to place the phone call, either by landline or 
by autopatch (541 to bring the machine up, 279-4363, #41 to bring it 
down), and leave the message. Persons outside of the Anchorage toll 
free area can relay the traffic in by the Sniper, Bush, or Alaska-Pacific 
Nets. Total time needed will be between five and fifteen minutes. 


The message will contain the following information: 


1. The city where the eye(s) are available or needed. 

2. How many eyes are involved. 

3. Age of the donor or intended recipient. 

4, Whether the tissue is fresh or preserved. 

5. Date the eyes became available. 

6. Telephone number of the Bye Bank contact (not ajways given). 


Those of you who can do so should monitor 14.292 Mhz at about $715 
and 1715 ADT for Don's (WBSPYO) call.. If I do not answer in a very 
few minutes, I will probably not be able to and a relay will be needed, 
The traffic can then be passed to the Lions Club by either landline or 
autopatch, or can be relayed into Anchorage on the Sniper Net (3.920 MHz 
at 6:00 P.M.), the Bush Net (7.250 MHz at 6:30 P.M.), or the Alaska 
Pacific Net (14.292 MHz at 8:30 A.M.). 


Thanks for your help. If you are lucky, you will help make it 
possible for someone to regain their eyesight.

The new autopatch/controller has been operating for a little over a 
month and overall it is being used properly. The Auto-Dial function 
has an improper number in the 441 autodial-instead of the APD number, 
you get 411. We have a new PROM coming to replace this chip, which 
will give us more emergency numbers. Please bear with us. 


We have had several discussions with the FCC and were cited on one 
occasion, so please adhere to the following procedures when using 
the repeater and autopatch: 


1. Identify before and after using the autopatch. Proper ID 
is, "KL7AA repeater, KL7XYZ autopatch," or, for no autopatch, 
"KL7AA repeater." 


2. Listen for the "RR R" in cw after using the autopatch to 
ensure the patch is clear. (You get the R's in cw after entering 
#41.) 


3. No commercial or business transmissions are permitted, ex- 
cept in an emergency, per Part 97.114 of the FCC Regulations. 
The FCC defines emergency communications as “any amateur radio 
communication directly relating to the immediate safety of life 
of individuals or the immediate protection of property." (Ref. 


Part 97.3(w). 


4. If you hear the long distance billing tones upon dialing 
up a number on the autopatch, terminate the patch immediately 
and redial.
